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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Objections 

Claim 31 is objected to because of the following informalities: The use of the 
phrase "capable of " in line 4 renders the claim indefinite because it is unclear whether 
the structural limitation following the phrase, namely the "supporting the light emitting 
member a spaced distance from a support surface", is part of the claimed invention. 
See MPEP § 2173.05(g). Appropriate correction is required. 

As best understood, the following rejection applies. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

1 . The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

1 . Claim 31 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) as being unpatentable over Taggart 
et al (6,273,582) and further in view of Orr (4,739,457). 

Taggart discloses a base member (14), a light emitting member (16) and a 
support member (12), the base member, the light emitting member and the support 
member being pivotally connected to one another (fig 7), the base member including a 
pocket sized multi-functional tool (70,73,92,94); the base member and the support 
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member capable of co-operating to support the light emitting member a spaced distance 
from a support surface (both 12 and 14 are pivotally connected to each other, an 
internal surface of support member 12 is considered to be a "support surface", therefore 
12 and 14 are considered to be "capable" of cooperating to support the light emitting 
member a spaced distance from a support surface as shown in figure 1). Taggart does 
not disclose the support member including a pair of wire leg portions. Orr discloses a 
light-emitting device with a support member and a pair of wire leg portions in 
conjunction with the support member to hold the light source at a desired angle. It would 
have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made 
to implement the wire leg portions of Orr in the device of Taggart, since Orr teaches that 
wire leg portions are purposeful for positioning a light source attached to the wire leg 
portions at a desired angle from a desired surface and such a modification would be 
beneficial to the device of Taggart to further enhance the utility of the tool device by 
facilitating additional positioning means for the light source.
